SECTION 1. Section one of Town Ordinance 


Mo. 86. adopted August 12, 1893, amendatory 
of Ordinance No. 34, deHnincr the fire limits 
of the town of Reno is hereby amended so as 
to read as follows:

ye bounded as follows, to-wit: By a line 
commencing at the center of the intersection 
of West street and the alley situated between 
Third and Fourth streets: thence running 
easterly with the center of said alley to the 
center of the intersection of said alley and 
Sierra street; thence northerly with the cen- 
ter of Sierra street to its intersection with 
the middle line of the alley extending east- 
erly and westerly between Plaza and Fourth 
streets; thence easterly along the middle line 
of the alley extending easterly and westerly 
thn ugh blocks O, H, I and J, between Plaza 
and Fourth street*, in a straight line to its 
intersection with the middle line of Peavine 
street; thence southerly with the •> iddle line 
of Peavine street to its Intersection with the 
middle line of the alley extending easterly 
and westerly through block R in said town: 
thence westerly with the middle line of said 
alley to its Intersection with the middle line 
of the alley extending northerly and south- 
erly in said block R: thence southerly on the 
middle- line of said last named alley in a 
straight line through said block R and block 
T to the Lake or Riverside mill ditoh; thence 
westerly along said mill ditch to the center 
line of Center street ;t hence southerly in a 
straight line to the Truckee river; thence 
westerly with the meander line of said river 
to a point In a straight line with the middle 
line of West street, extended southerly to 
said river; thence northerly on said last 
named line and the middle line of West street 
to tbe place of beeinnincr.

MKTIIODIST BEITNJOK. 


In 1844 dissensions arose in the 


Methodist Episcopal Church on the 
slavery question. Southern Methodists 
contended that slavery was sanctioned 
by the Bible, and Parson Brownlaw, 
the great Tennessee preacher, who 
afterwards took sides with the Korth 
against secession, challenged the world 
to prove the contrary. The Northern 
Methodists held that slavery was in- 
compatible with Christianity. 


At the general conference the case 


of Bishop James O. Andrew, who bad 
come into possession of slaves sub- 
sequent to his election, carne up for 
examination, and a resolution that he 
desist from the exercise of his office so 
long as he held slaves passed by a vote 
of 111 to o9. All attempts at recon- 
ciliation failed and arrangements were 
made for a peaceful separation and an 
equitable division of property. 
In 


1845 
the conferences from the slave- 


holding States met at Louisville, Ken- 
tacky, and declared themselves to be a 
distinct connect.) under the name of 
"The Methodist episcopal Church, 
South." Since then the organizations 
have remained separate though their 
discipline and ordinances are similar. 


Now that slavery no longer exists an 


effort is being made to reunite the 
Northern :md Southern churches. A 
grand reunion had been held at St 
Louis, Missouri, at which a large num- 
ber of ministers and layman were pres- 
ent and joined in a love feast and com- 
munion at which nil expre&sod their 
joy at the burial of strife and dis&on- 
tion. It is probable that overtures will 
be made by the Northern and Southern 
branch of the church, or both, for a 
general reunion, and that in a few years 
all dirtiucticms will be abolished and 
representatives from all parts of the 
Union will meet in one general con- 
ference.

States. It is edited by Whitelaw Eeid, 
who has been mentioned in connection 
with the Republican nomination for 
the Presidency in 1896, and who will 
probably be the Republican candidate 
for governor of New York next Novem- 
be. In its issue of February 21, 1894, a 
copy of which can be seen at this office, 
the Tribune makes this official decla. 
ration of Republican policy: 


Honor and the welfare of every man 
and woman m the United States, not a 
mine owner, demands tht't t'>e people 
trample upon every proposition for 
unlimited free coinage of silver dollars 
worth only 72 cents on tho dollar.

If, 
is straight Republicanism, such as is 
advocated by Sherman, Reed, McKin- 
ley and the other high priests cf the 
party, and such as is endorsed by 
nine-tenths of the members of the 
party in Congress. Are the people of 
Nevada, at the instigation of a few in- 
dividuals who caro more for office than 
they do for free coinage, prepared to 
surrender the State to a party which 
upholds such a doctrine? How can any 
person, who believes that the remoneti- 
zation of silver will benefit the State, 
affiliate with such a party ? 


Hill Offers a Resolution—Tile Seignior- 


age Bill In tlie Senate. 


WASHINGTON, March 6.—In the Senate 


Hill presented a resolution setting 
foith as there was announced, a deficit 
of $78,000,000 for the current fiscal 
year; that the Wilson bill proposes to 
deduct that much revenue from the 
tariff and meet a double deficit Ly in- 
ternal direct taxation; that the Finance 
Committee be directed to frame amend- 
ments to the bill omitting the proposed 
new internal tax and make instead a 
provision for a sufficient revenue by 
tariffing other foreign imports, and 
otherwise making a revision of the re- 
vising of the tariff without creating a 
deficiency. 


Harris of Tennessee moved for a 


second reading of the Bland Seignior- 
age bill. In doing so he said no one 
was a more earnest advocate of silver 
coinage than he; but there was one 
question that should take precedence, 
and, without breach of confidence, he 
could state that the Finance Commit- 
tee was on the verge of reporting the 
tariff bill to the Senate. He therefore 
objected to further proceedings on the 
Seigniorage bill and under that objec- 
tion it would have to go on the calen- 
dar. 


It develops that there is a concerted 


action of ^Republican Senators in an 
effort to take up the Bland Seigniorage 
bill at this time, with the purpose of 
displacing the tariff bill. This is the 
result of a conference held by the Ad- 
visory Committee of the Republican 
Senatorial caucus. 


In the House the bill to make Bon- 


ner's Ferry, Idaho, a port of entry, 
passed. 


The resolution for the investigation 


of Judge Jenkins' Northern Pacific 
order enjoining the men from striking 
was adopted. 


The House went into Committee of 


the Whole on the Pension bill. 


A MINKKS' BATTLE. 


A General Call to Prepare for a National 


Strike. 


MASILLON, O., March 6.—The National 


Executive Board of the United Mine 
Workers of America will issue a circu- 
lar in which ail miners now on strike 
are advised to return to work. The 
board calls upon all mine workers to 
hold themselves in readiness for a gen- 
eral strike for higher wages at as early 
a date as the national convention which 
meets in April may determine. It also 
calls upon all mine workers now on 
strike to adjust matters to the end that 
all may be prepared to strike together 
when the time comes. 


Governor, * Supreme Judge and At-j 
torney-General. In 1872 Nevada again 
slightly faltered and elected a Demo- 
cratic Congressman—C. W Kendall de- 
feating the famous Republican journal- 
ist, C. C. Goodwin, now editor of the 
Salt Lake Tribune. In 1874 Nevada 
again faltered and elected a Democratic 
Governor, Lientenant-Govemor, Treas- 
urer and Attorney-General. In 1880 
Nevada completely faltered in her de- 
votion to the Republican party. The 
Democratic Presidential electors re- 
ceived a majority of 879; the Demo- 
cratic candidate for Congress received 
a majority of 1,237; the Democratic 
candidate for Supreme Judge received 
u majority of 1,865 and the Legislature 
was composed of 25 Republicans and 
50 Democrats, and a Democratic U. S. 
Senator was the result. 


Mr. Bartine, being the last speaker, 


doubtless thought the audience was 
thoroughly hypnotized and in a con- 
dition to receive as gospel truth any 
assertion which he would make. 


Mr. Bartine was also very unfortu- 


nate in his reference to the Virginia 
election. If he had compared the Pop- 
ulist vote of the State of Virginia for 
1893 with that of 1892 he would have 
seen that the vote increased from 
12,190 in 1892 to 81,239 in 1893. A gain 
of over 650 per cent. A like gain 
throughout the United States would 
give the next Populist candidate for 
President nearly 7,000,000 votes. If 
any Republican doubts the accuracy 
of these figures of the Populist vote of 
the State of Virginia he can find thorn 
verified on page 352 of the. Tribune 
Almanac for 1894, which is considered 
good Republican authority. The same 
book gives the Democratic vote in 1892 
at 164,058 and in 1893 it had decreased 
to 127,940. If the Republican orators 
of Nevada can gather any funeral ma- 
terial for the Populist movement from 
the Virginia election they are welcome 
to it. Tho editor of the Gazette was 
doubtless thoroughly hypnotized, and 
in eulogizing Mr. Bartine's speech he 
said "It was stamped with truth at 
every period."

Capitalists are Interested. 


A company, headed by C. P. Hun- 


tington and other Southern Pacific 
officials, has been organized to drain 
the Humboldt Lake and redeem the 
thousands of acres of alluvial land 
now under water. Work, under the 
supervision of James Say, has been 
commenced at the lower end of the 
vast body of water by the building of 
quarters for the laborers who will be 
employed.

The waters of Humboldt Lake are 


separated by a narrow ridge of rocky 
land from the basin in which the waters 
of the Carson Sink are held. This ba- 
sin is thirty feet lower than Humboldt 
Lake and if there was no obstruction, 
the Humboldt and Carson rivers would 
meet near Stillwater to form one lake. 
As it is, a large volume of water finds 
its way to the Carson through a chan- 
nel nature has cut in the rigde. Twenty 
years ago this channel was unob- 
structed, but in after years the Oneida 
mill company placed a dam in the 
channel, backing the natural overflow 
and increasing the water power for

Fan* in particular, 


opened the ceremonies of the day with 
a grand " sugaring off" in Horticul- 
tural HalL Two carloads of " the beau- 
tiful" were brought down from the 
snow clad Sierras and assisted mater- 
ially in the performance.

lunch rooms were a cozy nook on such 
a cold windy day. 


Within the inclosure of the Hawaiian 


village may be seen the natives, living 
just as they do in their own country. 
On a grass hut is a placard reading 
thus, " The only building at the Mid- 
winter Fair that did not leak during 
the last storm." It seems^almost in- 
credible. The building looks as if 
leaking would be a mild expression, 
that the rain would pour through in 
torrents, but it is not so. The grass is 
so arranged as to shed water perfectly 
and not a drop penetrates the airy 
compartments within. Among 
the 


many curiosities of these odd people is 
a huge land turtle said to be over one 
hundred years old and worshiped in the 
valley from which he came as a water- 
god. The creature is totally blind and 
lies asleep in a sunny spot most of the 
time. Inside the main building of the 
village are scores of curious things 
brought by the natives from their 
island home, those of especial interest 
being the royal furniture, two throne 
chairs and crown pillow used by the 
late King and ex-Queen. The chairs 
look a little the worse for wear. Many 
threadbare places are seen in the gor- 
geous red satin of the high canopied 
bed whereon has rested the uneasy 
head of the ex-Queen The exhibition 
also includes .many mementoes of the 
late King, such as his silver bronzed 
saddle cloths, cases of pistols and his 
silver mounted cane. Tables of nat- 
ural island wood, gaudy trappings of 
the Qaeen'b coachmen, baskets, wood- 
en bowls, war clubs, boats, fishing par- 
aphenalia, and other things too num- 
erous to mention comprise the curiosi- 
ties. The coffee exhibit is exceedingly

grace, beauty and physical develop- 
ment. There are mauy kinds of hula, 
those danced on festive and joyous 
occasions and those which _ betoken 
sorrow and grief at funeral ceremonies. 
The Kanakas have sweet voices and 
their native music is full of strange 
melody. In a hut near the exit gate 
are all the articles need in making 
" poi," the native food of Hawaii. The 
board and pounder are the same as 
are used by the Washoe and Flute 
Indians to grind pinenuts. The tarro 
root, before and after roasting, and the 
poi, are all there. Any one desiring to 
do so may sample the poi, which re- 
sembles white corn meal mush and as 
for the taste, I left that for my imagi- 
nation; the dishful Amlu had made 
did not look particularly inviting so I 
postponed sampling the poi until some 
future time. Time passes so rapidly 
in Sunset City that I could not visit 
the Cyclorama of the volcano of Kil- 
auea 
(kill-away-ah.)

The Famous Arch-sray Around "Which Ro- 


ninncc Thickly Cluster*. 


In tho heart of Venice, between the 


magnificent palace of the doges anfi the 
grim walls of the old prison, flow the 
dark waters of the Rio del Palazzo and 
across the canal stretches the Bridge of 
Sighs—connecting link between 
Ihe 


splendors of a palace and the terrors of 
the dungeon, tho torture chamber and 
the heading block. One of the most no- 
ticeable points about this bridge is the 
fact that it is closed in, thus proving 
all stories of stiicides committed from 
it to be fabulous. 


This fact robs the Bridge of Sighs of 


one of its mobt romantic associations— 
of its pretty legends of grief laden mor- 
tals heaving their last sigh upon its 
parapet and ending their sorrowing 
livea iti the black waters beneath it. 
From-without the bridge, with its arch- 
like form, its ornamental stonework, its 
grotesquely carved heads and its small 
square windows filled in with iron trac- 
ery, 
presents a rather line appearance, 


bat tb^ interior is strictly devoid of or- 
nament and has not tho slightest pre- 
tensions to beauty. 


During our visit to Venice of course 


we included the doges' palace and the 
dungeons in our programme. 
After 


wandering for some time through the 
vast halls and beautiful saloons of the 
old Venetian palace we passed over the 
Bridge of Sighs on our way to the 
gloomy cells. The bridge seemed to bo 
littlo moro than n narrow passage be- 
tween two thick walls of stone, and un- 
loss you stepped up onto the slightly 
raised htonowork which runs along be- 
neath tho tiny windows on either side 
and caught a glimpse of tho canal with- 
out you might easily take it for an ordi- 
nary passage within tho palace. At the 
far end of the bridge our progress was 
barred by « grim looking oaken door—• 
nail studded, age blackened and of im- 
ucnsp thicluiebs—guarding the entrance 
to thu dungeons. Our guides camo to a 
bait. 
There was a jingling of keys, a 


lighting of torches; then the groat door 
swung slowly back, and we passed into 
the darkness beyond. 
When nest we 


passed tho ancient door and crossed the 
Bridge of Sighs, it was with tho memory 
of those terrible cells, those fearful dun- 
geons where the hapless prisoners en- 
dured tho most horrible tortures that 
tyranny could devise or brutality in- 
flict. 


I remember strolling, on tho last 


evening of our holiday in Venice, along 
the Piazza San Marco and making my 
way to the Ponte clella Paglia to take a 
farewell look at the Bridge of Sighs. It 
was a summer evening, hot and sultry, 
while tho fast gathering clouds, dense 
and inky, betokened an approaching 
storm, 
I had just reached tho Ponte 


della Paglia and was gazing at the 
Bridge of Sighs when a tremendous 
peal of thunder rent the henvons, seem- 
ing to shake the city to its very founda- 
tions with its violence. 


Suddenly a blinding flash of lightning 


lit np the palace, bridge and dungeons 
with its lurid flare. For an instant the 
bridge stood out with dazzling distinct- 
ness, while the lightning played on its 
tiaceried windows; then all seemed 
dark. 
And this was the last I saw of 


tho Bridge of Sighs.—Newcastle Chron- 
icle.

lowed the Venetian custom in 100 years 
or so, then London followed suit—ac- 
tually followed suit, for the first visit- 
ing cards in Great .biitain were play- 
ing cards, or parts of such cards, bear- 
ing the name of the bestower on the 
back. They were first used in England 
about 1700. We do not know when they 
were first used in this country, probably 
not long after their first introduction 
into British society.—St. Louis Glebe- 
Democrat.
